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" No Good Reason for It.

The Legislature’s ten days adjo-ur!:-
ment has no good reason to sustain it.
In ten days all the apportionment bills

should be passed. The members expect
to draw ten dollars a day for their ser-

vices, whether they labor ortake a holi-
day. Ifthat is a just expectation, we
see nothing to prevent them from col-
lecting ten dollars a day for the remain-
der of their two years term of office, if
they do not desire to adjourn sine die
during that time. The law gives them
“ ten dollars per dicia at each adjourned
or special session.” One thousand dol-
lars are allowed “ for each regular and
each adjourned annual session not ex-
ceeding one hundred days, and ten dol-
lars per diem for time necessarily spent
after the expiration of the hundred
days, provided that such place shall not
exceed fifty days at any one session.”’

This limits the period of the regular
and adjourned annual sessions, for
which payment will be made, to one
hundred and fifty days ; but there does
not seem to be any such limit put upon
a special session or an adjourned sessimz
that is not the * adjourned aunual’
one. Batit isnot reasonable that the
members of the Legislature should be
paid their per diem when they stand
adjonrned for a week or more; and
if it be that when called in special ses-
sion they can sit indefinitely they should
not be paid if they do not stick to their
work. It would seem that Lhe slate
treasurer could justifiably refuse to pay
them tor Lhe days duaring which they
stand adjourned. Neither of the two
bodies can adjourn for more than three
days without the assent of the other,
and the line could properly be drawn at
a three days adjournment ; so much of
relaxation per week has been claimed
had allowed to the members, to enable
then to attend to their private aflairs
and comfort their families. DBul surely
that liberality on the part of the state is
suflicient ; and when the legisiators un
derlake to abandon their duty for ten
days they should at least have the grace
not to claim their por dicun

The Indians Whom Logan Is Suspested of

. There have been a number of recent
publications referring to the alleged inter-
ference of Semator Logan, in behalf of
some of his friends or relatives with the do
sires of the Zunis to extend their reservation
The following concise but lucid account of
the matter is taken from a recent number
of the Philadelphia Ledger and relates the
whole story. It will be remembered that
when young Cushing first came East
with his Zunis an account of them ap-
peared in the INTELLIGERCER in some
special Washington correspondence to this
journal. Since then they have been fully
written up in the Cenfury and other pe-
riodicals. The sketch also gains special
interest from the fact that Mr. Cushing’s
father is temporarily a resident of Lancas
ter, being associated with the enterprise
of preparing the new history of the county
which Philadelphia publishers have under
way. Tho Ledger article is as follows :
The ancient and—so far as appears—
honorable tribe of the Zunis, Pueblo
Indians, have a reservation in New
Mexico, not far from Fort Wingate., It is
an arid country, a red and yellow sand
plain, encircled by a rock wall and sand
hills. From the north one slender water
course winds its way, as has been said,
‘‘ like a long whip lash ' over the plains,
The Zunis are farmers, and possess a good
measure of aboriginal civilization,
dwelling in clay built houses n the midst
of gardens, with the sheep, pigs, chickens
and donkeys of a western ranch. Tho
tribe, besides being a peaceful and indus.
trious people, possesses such interesting
traditions and customs that the Smithso.
nian institution in 1879 sent out a special
agent, Mr. Frank Cushing, to study and
report on them as a typical tribe of those
Indians whose homes, either as eliff
dwoellers or mason-built houses, are evi.
dences of flxed homes of these ancient
people, in contrast to the nomad tribes.
‘The Smithsonian envoy has since bacome
an acopted citizen of the Zuni tribs, and
has been able to make record of many
interesting ceremonials and customs, some
of which have much value in illustrating
the early history of America and in tho
comparative record of religious rites.

From the location of their lands, it will
be seen how important to these Indians is
the one stream which waters their other
wise waterless territory. Last winter a
land claim was located around the Nutria
springs, which springs are the source of
that one, and the establishment, as was
proposed, of a great cattle ranch there,
would have certainly cut them off. If
this had occurred in the neighborhood of
any other tribe, which had not naturalized
a white man and penman among them,
possibly the whole matter would have
been settled, the land claim granted and
the stream cut off, bofore any other resalt
than an Indian ‘“*outbreak" gave notica of
trouble. Possibly the new “rancho™ at
at the springs might havo beon raided by
the ‘‘savages’” as the quickest way of
calling attention to their parched fields
and cut off rights. The president’s atten
tion was called, howeover, to ths interfer-
ence with the Zunis this land claim would
cause, and to the fact that only by an
oversight these springs were not included
in the Zuni reservation. The president
acted most promptly and justly in the
matter. Tho coveted lands were with-
drawn from settloment and a water famine
and ruin no longer threaten the trive.

It was a friend of Senator Logau's that
took up the land, and the senator appears
not to bo altogether grateful to Mr Cush
ing for pointing out this danger of com
mitting un injustice upon a simple and
peaceful people, but is inclined to take the
war path instead. While denyinyg that he
had any such intention on a lato visit to
Zuni, or any other connection with the
proposed eattle ranch, he distinetly states
that these Indians have too mueh laund, in
his opinion, and goos out of his way to
attack tho *‘ White Zuni,”” Mr. Cushing,
and to offer him his *‘ eontempt.” From
this we gathor that in some way the shos
did pineh tho senatorial foot, and that the
project, though not immadiately pursued,
camo sufliciently near home. So far as
Mr. Cushing is concerned, his connection
with the Zani tribe has no doubt been a
benefit to them, in establishing their
claims. ,

Theie was a cousiderable parade of the
small eontingent of thess Indians that was
carried for eshibition purposas all the
way to Bostou to reach Lhe sea, when they
might have struck the Atlaatic waters
much nearer New Mexico, say at Galves-
‘on, or if ueed was to front the eastern
suorise, not far from the city of Wash
ingtonitsell. How much of reverencs and
how much of sham there is in ths adoption
of Zuni religions ceremonials by this ar
dent envoy of the Smithsonian, and how
far such adoption imposes on Zuni conti-
dence, it would not bs easy to learn. Like
all other enthusiastic explorers, Mr. Cush-
ing has been content to take some risks,
and if his joint performances with the
old chief and soothsayers over the prayer
feathers and other symbols seem to be
mere exhibition for thesakeof winning
tribal secrets, there is still nothing to pre
vent in him an enlightened ocuriosity and
even respect for this remnant of an early
people—perhaps an aboriginal line, per-
haps the ‘‘first poople’ in America.
Senator Logan’s estimate of the Zuni
romuoant is very far removed from the
lately published uarrative of their adopted
son ; but as the semator eclaimsonly to
have stopped for a briel period, say ** to
lunch” going and returningz, he is hardly
a capable judge of their manners or even
food, which may have been scaut at the
season of his visit. Bat for tho conoclusive
e xposure of the Nutria springs arrange-
ment, it wouald soon have beem scanter
still. It is evident that the kind of Indian
agent that is wanted to keep the govern-
ment from doing uninlended injustice is
the same as the Zunis bave among them.
How would it have fared with them had
there been no Cushing ?

The Man Who Deserted his Family for a
Quartar of a Centary.
Reading dispatch to the Times.

The story of John Henuse, who turned
up in this city a day or two ago after an
absence of 25 years, is in many ts
highly interesting and remarkable.
he disappeared Henuse had a wife and
several children, the youngest of whom,
Mary, then three months of age, is now
married to a well-to-do Penn street mer-
chant, Augustus Rolland. Mrs. Henuse
beard nothing of her husband until soon
after the late war had begun, when sho
received a letter announcing that he had
been conscripted into the rebel army.
Nothiog more was heard from him and
the husband und father was mourned as
dead.

On Tuesday a bronzed and weather-
beaten man of 65 registered at the Berks
county house. He wore long hair that
foll upon his shoulders in eurls and his
ears were adorned with gold rings. Iis
autograph in the register read : “John
Hangus, Achickle, Va.” It was the same
John who disappeared a quarter of a
eentury ago, seized with a longing to opece
more &80 his wife and children. He learned
that they were still living, his wife being
comfortably located atr 232 South Ninth
street and his children married. The
meeting between the long separated
couple was not a gushing one. Theve were
no tears of joy and no elinging in fond
embrace, but nevertholess tho prodigal
husband was cordially greeted when he
had established bis identity. g

Then he visited his yomnuest daunghter,
Mrs. Rolland. That lady was engaged at
her household duties yeaterday when she
was suddenly confronted by a strange
man.

** Your uame is Mary," said he breaking
a short silenes and advancing a step or
two.

Then cams 2 yearnine for the
home of his yoath. [le bada his savage
friends farowell, went to France, and after
a brief sojourn there returned to Ameriea
via Caba  “Thea I ecamo to Reading,"
sorrow(ully coneluded the aged adventur
er, *“and [ will Isavo 2:2ain as quietly as [
camo. The city is strange to me, the
people are all strange, and even my own
fa-mliy do not seem to recognize mo. [
will leave for the South ; I have friends
there.” And he kept his word, for he left
us suddenly as ho came, not even bidding
his wifo and ehildren farewell.
